ANA Announces NCW Theme Contest 

The ANA wants YOU to proyide the theme for 2015 
National Coin Week, April 19-25. The 2015 eyent will 
focus on World’s Fairs and Expositions. The ANA mem¬ 
ber who proyides the winning theme will receiye a 2014 
Ciyil Rights Act of 1964 proof silyer dollar. 

2015 marks the 100th anniyersary of the famous Pa¬ 


nama-Pacific International Exposition in San Francisco, 
and theme ideas should focus on World’s Fairs and Expo¬ 
sitions. Educational actiyities will inyolye the many coins 
and medals honoring these spectacular eyents, along with 
the many famous firsts (elongated pennies, modem U.S. 
commemoratiyes, etc.) and famous stmctures (Crystal 
Palace, Eiffel Tower, Space Needle, etc.) they introduced. 
National Coin Week will also highlight the influential 
ideas in architecture, science and social progress that 
haye been featured at World’s Fairs, and the people re¬ 
sponsible for these ideas. 

The National Coin Week theme not only sets the tone 
for the annual weeklong celebration, it’s also an exhibit 
category at the National Money Show, held next year in 
Portland on March 5-7. The criteria is to promote the 
hobby with an exhibit that is suitable for showing in pub¬ 
lic places, such as a library or community center, with the 
total numismatic yalue not exceeding $250. 

Entries must be submitted by Oct. 31, 2014, using 
the form ayailable on www.money.org . Preyious National 
Coin Week themes haye been short statements such as 
“Buffalo Nickel Centennial: Black Diamond Shines 
Again” (2013) and “Coin and Country: Celebrating Ciyic 
Seryice” (2014).

Glenn Smedley Memorial Award — This award 
recognizes individuals who have devoted their efforts 
to the betterment of the ANA. 

Lifetime Achievement Award — This award is 
presented to an individual, family, firm or judicial en¬ 
tity that has made outstanding contributions to organ¬ 
ized numismatics. 

Numismatic Art Award for Excellence in Medallic

of medallic sculpture. 

Adna G. Wilde Award for Excellence — The 
award honors an ANA member who dedicates his or 
her time and resources to strengthen the hobby, further 
the educational mission of the ANA and sets an exam¬ 
ple for others to follow. 

Harry J. Forman Dealer of the Year Award — The 
award honors a professional numismatist who shows 
uncommon dedication to strengthening the hobby and 
the ANA and displays exemplary ethical standards as a 
numismatic dealer. 

Exemplary Service Award — The award recog¬ 
nizes an individual or entity (club, corporation, firm or 
association) that has performed services on behalf of 
the ANA that are “above and beyond” the call. 

Adult Advisor Award — This award is presented 
to an individual who has devoted their efforts to re¬ 
cruiting young numismatists and aiding in the develop¬ 
ment of intermediate to advanced young collectors. 

Young Numismatist of the Year Award — This 
award honors a young collector for outstanding contri¬ 
butions to the hobby and industry. 

Elvira Clain-Stefanelli Memorial Award for 

Achievement in Numismatics — This award honors 
women who have made significant contributions to 


numismatics. 

The Outstanding District Representative — This 
award is designed to recognize the District Representa¬ 
tive who most fully promotes coin collecting, coin 
clubs, and the American Numismatic Association.

World’s Fair of Money Participants 

The ANA World’s Fair of Money (WFOM) 
123rd Anniversary Convention was held at the Donald 
E. Stephens Convention Center, in Chicago, Ill., on 
August 5-9. The convention had close to 600 bourse 
tables, around a dozen world mints, many coin club 
tables, world class exhibits and a superb ANA museum 
showcase display. 

Congratulations to Mack Martin for winning the 
coveted Howland Wood Memorial Award for Best-in- 
Show Exhibit. 

Two major auction companies held separate sales 
during the convention. Stack’s Bowers Galleries 
( www. stacksbowers. com ) and Heritage Auctions 
( www.ha.com) held phenomenal auctions and probably 
set a record for a total sales price as well as lots sold. 
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We compare this ANA Convention to the ANA 
1991 100th Anniversary Convention held in this same 
building. The Money Talks presentations and Sundman 
Lecture Series were great. Many coin clubs had out¬ 
standing educational programs in conjunction with 
their meetings. The Scouts had a great clinic and you 
could see them after their meeting on the bourse 
floor. Young Numismatists (YNs) had their own Kids 
Zone in the back of the bourse along with a treasure 
hunt. The Show Guide was excellent and covered eve¬ 
rything. The convention medal by Jamie Franki was 
exceptional. Security by PPI was outstanding. 

Big thanks to all the dealers for taking tables, the 
early birds for purchasing badges, along with the show 
sponsors and patrons for their generous donations in 
support of the convention. Starting at this event on the 
second day, the ANA allowed its members to enter the 
bourse a half-hour earlier than non-members. Maybe, 
as a special perk, the ANA should allow its Life Mem¬ 
bers to enter a half-hour earlier on the opening day of 
the show. The half-hour earlier for ANA members is a 
great reason to join the Association. 

Attendance was probably close to the numbers of 
the 2013 show which was held in this same building. 
Lines for registering were very long on Monday to ob¬ 
tain registrations to enter the convention on Tuesday. 
This was due to the U.S. Mint releasing their 2014 
Kennedy gold piece on the opening day of the 
show. On Tuesday morning we looked out our window 
at the Doubletree and the line was well over two blocks 
long. Probably more than 1,000 people attempted to 
buy one of the first 500 released on the opening 
day. The release of the Kennedy gold piece turned out 
to be a huge problem for the mint and the ANA. It was 
agreed upon by both that the last two days of this re¬ 
lease be canceled. If the U.S. Mint has special releases 
like this at future conventions, we suggest that they 
make some available for special daily drawings at their 
booth. This would give visitors, dealers and collectors a 
chance to purchase one of the coins being offered. 

Other than the U.S. Mint Kennedy release, the 
convention ran very smoothly and a large thank you 
goes to: Convention Director Rhonda Scurek and Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Kimberly Kiick and all their staff; 
President Walter Ostromecki Jr. and the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors; the host Chicago Coin Club (CCC), Host Chair 
William Burd, Honorary Chair William Cross and 75- 
plus coin club volunteers in their red convention 
shirts. Kudos’ to the CCC and all the volunteers wear¬ 
ing red shirts for doing an outstanding job. This is by 
far the most volunteers of any convention ever held by 
the ANA. This was the 14th ANA Convention hosted 
by the CCC. 


Thanks also to the ANA National Volunteers for 
their dedicated service to the Association. Thanks to 
the exhibitors, judges, educational speakers for their 
tireless work; along with the numismatic press, media, 
sponsors and patrons for their many contributions. 

The show featured a Tuesday evening Kickoff 
Event - Oktoberfest in August at nearby MB Financial 
Park. The Friday ANA banquet had Wendell Wolka as 
emcee and it ran smoothly. The steak dinner was 
great. The ANA held its first donor silent auction at the 
banquet and it realized $18,918. These funds will be 
used to fund the Robert Lecce Advanced Scholarship 
Fund. We want to congratulate Neil Shafer on receiv¬ 
ing the ana’s highest award, the Farran Zerbe Memo¬ 
rial Award. Congratulations to all the other award re¬ 
cipients. 

Many other great events were also held in conjunc¬ 
tion with the show. They include the Numismatic News 
Ambassador Award Breakfast. It was announced that 
this great award program is ending after 40 years. Con¬ 
gratulations to Mitch Ernst, Dan and Kathy Freeland, 
Eugene Freeman, Dr. Jay Galst, Warren Jackson and 
Simcha Kuritzky for being the last recipients of this 
award. 

Other events held were the Token and Medal Soci¬ 
ety (TAMS) dinner and the Combined Organizations of 
Numismatic Error Collectors of America (CONECA) 
dinner. Two great coin clubs held a joint dinner meet¬ 
ing at the show - The Chicago Coin Club and the New 
York Numismatic Club. The Numismatic Literary 
Guild (NLG) Bash was also held and many awards 
were presented. 

Thanks again to everyone (and anyone we missed) 
for their donations, work, effort and contributions who 
helped to make this an outstanding convention. We 
hope to see you at the next two ANA Conventions 
which will be held in Portland, Ore. (Oregon Conven¬ 
tion Center) on March 5-7, 2015; and Chicago, Ill., at 
the Donald E. Stephens Convention Center in Rose- 
mont.

The Central Ohio Numismatic Association became 
involved in the 9/11 project after Motts spoke at the 
group’s 2013 Christmas banquet. In January, the club 
appointed a committee of Chris Barlow, Larry French 
and Gerry Tebben to look into creating a medal or chal¬ 
lenge coin to help fund the project. French, a member 
of both the museum and the coin club, served as liai¬ 
son, helping design the medal and selecting a mint. 

After several months of discussion, CONA Presi¬ 
dent Stephen E. Petty, called for a vote on the project in 
June. The club decided to commission SilverTowne of 
Winchester, Ind., to prepare an obverse die showing the 
fire truck being pulled from the wreckage and a reverse 
die featuring the museum’s logo, at a total cost of $800. 
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Petty said, “CONA is proud to support this effort 
to memorialize the 9/11 tragedy by contributing to ef¬ 
forts to house a fire engine destroyed at Ground Zero in 
NYC. Special thanks to club members Larry French, 
Chris Barlow and Gerry Tebben for their perseverance 
in helping make this medal a reality.” 

CONA member Vince Cavo, owner of Review 
Quality Notes, purchased the first 100 of the medals 
from Silvertowne. The medals arrived just before the 
club’s annual Labor Day weekend coin show. Cavo 
sold about 60 of the enameled antique-bronze medals 
to CONA members at cost and donated the remainder 
to the museum. 

The antique-finish bronze medals have enameled 
red, white and blue highlights and are packaged in a 
display box. Barlow designed an insert card promoting 
the club. It reads, in part, “CONA is proud to partner 
with Motts Military Museum and bring the Motts Mu¬ 
seum medallion coin into ‘circulation’ for all to enjoy. 
Proceeds of this wonderful medallion benefit the mu¬ 
seum’s efforts to house all 9/11 artifacts not currently 
displayed, including the truck on the obverse of the 
medallion.” 

CONA also hopes the medal will attract new col¬ 
lectors to the hobby. The insert invites purchasers to 
visit the CONA website - conacoinclub.com - to learn 
more about collecting and the coin club.

Carson City Coin Collectors of America 

Twenty-six members of the Carson City Coin Col¬ 
lectors of America attended the club’s 2014 regional 
meeting in Carson City on August 22, 2014 at the Car- 
son Nugget Casino. The event was held in conjunction 
with the Nevada State Museum’s coin show. Meeting 
highlights included a show-and-tell session where 
members shared stories about items they presented to 
the group, as well as mini-lectures, and a club auction. 

Event coordinator Mark Archambault, from New 
Hampshire, opened the meeting by welcoming every¬ 
one in attendance. He then introduced club president 
Rusty Goe, who expressed his appreciation to the mem¬ 
bers who have consistently submitted articles and let¬ 
ters to the editor to the club’s journal, Curry's Chroni¬ 
cle. Goe proclaimed that “Since the club was founded 
in 2005, Curry’s Chronicle has published 306 articles 
covering at least 38 different topics, all related to the 
Carson City Mint or its coins, over the span of 32 
award-winning issues.”

He compared the process to how 
record producer George Martin took songs composed 
by John Lennon and Paul McCartney and turned them 
into hot-selling hits on Beatles’s albums. 

Other members proceeded to share about favorite 
items in their collections, and pass those items around 
for all to view. Tony Arnold passed around his 1872- 
CC $10 gold piece graded XF-45, and proudly an¬ 
nounced that this was the 102nd coin he acquired for 
the 111-piece set of “CC” coins he’s building. Mike 
Wagner showed everyone the 1890-CC Tail Bar Mor¬ 
gan dollar he found that is pedigreed to the Lincoln 
Fitzgerald collection. One member dazzled everyone 
with his presentation of an 1876-CC twenty-cent piece, 
which is pedigreed to the E. A. Carson collection from 
1976. 

Bill Dunn from California, surprised everyone 
when he gave each person a blue baseball cap (or visor 
for the ladies) with C40A embroidered on the front. 

Midway through the event, members conducted a 
lively auction of items, which were donated to raise 
money for the club’s treasury. 


Much to the enjoyment of the attendees. Rusty Goe 
also sang a song that he wrote called “That’s Our Car- 
son Mint,” using the song “That’s Entertainment” for 
the melody. 

Goe then threw out quiz questions for everyone in 
attendance, which dealt primarily with survival popula¬ 
tions of all the different denominations in the Carson 
City coin series.

Rusty Goe presented him with a 
plaque.

The medals will be struck in silver, copper, gold plated and gold, with appropriate edge markings on the silver 
and gold versions. Prices start at $10 each for the copper medals, during a pre-order period.
